_ Brown had scheduled a meet- 
ing with the Westside Commu- 
nity Social Service Agency on 
Monday “to insist that Asians be 
inVolved as an equal partner in 
Whatever mental health facility in 
人 he Richmond.”The legislator's 
lnVolvement became knowmn last 
Wedqnesday when Brown called 
Up Clarence Richardson,， head of 
Westside，to express his “con- 
bnuing concern”over the matter， 
Westside was selected in Sep- 
tember to manage 3a $257,000 
federal grant in staffing a new 
mental health service center in 
the Richmond district. 


Westside did some soul-seatrching 
last week when its board of directors 
met on Nov. 18 and reatffirmed its 
original decision to pursue the 
Maxi-Center contract. According to 
Father John O"Connor，secretary of 
the board,， Westside voted to accept 
a formal offer from District V Men- 
tal Health Centetr to sta 任 the Maxi- 
Center.“Everybody felt we wanted 
to do it,”O'Connor Said , 

The need for Westside to reassure 
itself arose when a Richmond Dis- 
trict-based Asian group，the Rich- 


mond Asian Multi-Services Inc.. 


(AMS)， questioned West- 
side's fitness to provide adequate 
mental health services in an area 
projected to .have. a 0 per cent 
Asian population by 1980. RAMs， 
along with Westside and two other 
goups, had also submitted a propo- 
sal for the federal grant last August. 

RAMS had filed a complaint 
protesting the selection of West- 
side. According to Mark Frauen-

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CHINATOWN CRIME DOWN， 
SAYS POLICE CAPTAIN

“There is little (crime) going on in 
Chinatown right now, but we wont 
be satisfied until it's dead， said 
Paul Morris，police officer assigned 
to Chinatown. The occasion: a po- 
lice-community relations meeting 
with 15 _ concerned Chinese citizens 
held November 19 at Central Police 
Station. 

Earlier in the meeting co-Spon- 
sored by the Chinese Six Companies 
and the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce，Captain James Curran of 
Central Station had announced that 
since a _ detail of two plain-clothes 
men has been assighed to China- 
town this summer, there have been 
more aftrests_ for mtrder，robbery 
and extortion，more witnesses will- 
ingto testify, and fewer “rumors” of 
extortions . 

Crime in his district, he said,，was 
down four per cent in October as 
compared to September，and not 
one case of extortion was reported . 
“There are some who have sSUpport- 
ed our judicial system by going to 
court and not letting the extortion- 
ists get away with it，” he said. 
“Those are my kind of people.” 


.Zen，wWe are just plain afraid.” 
Officer Jim Hall, assigned to cov- 
er Chinatown，offered comforting 


words in saying that of 4S felony - 


cases _ reported . in Chinatown，he 
knew of no documented .case of re- 
prisal by gang membetrs. He said 
that judges are really pushing to give 
stiffer sentences to those convicted 
of Chinatown cases than to any oth- 
er ethnic group in California. 


He also said that non-gang mem- 
bers heed not fear reprisals becatuse 
“you can testify and put them (gang 
members)in jail and they don't want 
to go to jail.”Of 23 murders com- 
mitted in Chinatown，all victims 
were gang members Or related to the 
gangs in some way，he said . 

“Its the ones who don't testify 
who the stUspects go back after 
said Oficer Morris,，“because they 
are aware of the fear that exists,” 

LANGUAGE 

Both Morris and Hall said that 
unfound fear was their biggest bar- 
rier in enforcing the law in China- 
town, not their language limitations . 


They said they relied on friends of 
shopowners, the Chinese Chamber， 
and Chinese police officers to trans- 
late for them wbhen necessary. 

They also said that they often eat 
and drink coffee with kids to get 
them away 人 fom the gangs, find jobs 
for them, and provide recfeation ac- 
tivities through the Police Athletic 
League (PAL). And when necessary， 
they patrol homes and stay with 
families before a trial, 

As to the question of Chinatown 
gangs, the officers said that a num- 


ber of arrests and convictions have 


been made，some on“other chat- 
ges.”Ihey further indicated that 
proceedings have started to have 
several deported to Hong 玉 ong. 

In terms of community relations， 
Officer Fred Lau announced the de- 
partment's plan to seek media coop- 
eration in informing the Public of 
arrests,， and more important，Prose- 
cution results. Also, he said，China- 
town community agencies will be 
approached to help teach the public 
how to protect themselves against 
crime. 


FOUR ARRESTED FOR SLAYING

One hundred nineteen Asian 
Americans recently passed the 
Police Department's ipitial writ- 
ten and audio-visual tests. Of the 
1569 applicants who' passed，643 
Were minorities, a record number 
for the department，which was 
under fire to hire more minori- 
ties. There are presently 130 va- 
cancies in the department. 

The applicants now face two re- 
maining tests 一 one for vision 
and another for physical agility. 
Normally，the agility test would 
have been the standard Verducci 
test，which includes a dynamom- 
eter test that determines a per- 
son's _ strength of grip，lifting 
heavy objects and climnbing over 
fences; but U.S$. District Judge 
Robert Peckham recently ruled 
that applicants，along with 100 
randomjly selected police officers 
currently on the force, are to take 
the Verducci test and an addi- 
tional one used in New York City. 

The ruling was issued in the 
suit by Officers for Justice against 
the Civil Service _ Commission 


FONG SENTENCED 
FOR PERJURY 

Frank Fee Fong，63，was sen- 
tenced to four months ip prison ' 
last week for lying to a grand jury 
when he said he never paid 
money to a San Francisco police 
officer to protect Chinatown gam-

FEong, apart-time operator of a 
gambling parlor in Ross Alley， 
Was convicted October 24 after a 
three-day trial. He was the fourth 
person to be sentenced to prison 
as the result of a grand jury in- 
vestigation a year ago into China- 
town gambling and police pay- 
offs.

Schnacke stayed execution of the 
Sentence until December 4 to 
allow Fong time to get his affairs 
in order and to file an appeal in 
the U.S. Court of Appeals.

Some time this month，Con- 
gress w 刘 be voting on Title XXX of 
the Social Security Act，which 
will “broaden eligibility for serv- 
ices.”Presently，families qualify 
for public childq care services 这 
they are current Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC) 
recipients, AFDC recipients with- 
in the past 24 months，or poten- 
tial AFDC recipients within the 
mext five years. It is in the latter 
category that most Chinatown 
families qualify. 

Under Title XX，the ”current， 
former and potential welfare”eli- 
gibility guidelines are scratched. 
Instead，only AKFDC -ecipients 
and families earning up to 80 per 
cent of the state's median income 


(adjusted to _ family size) will 


qualify for free services. Families 
earning up to 115 per cent of the 
state's median incorne level will 
be eligible for services on 8 
sliding fee schedule. 

INCOMES 

For California, this means free 
childcare services for a family of 
four earning up to $10,676; and 
sliding scale fee services for 
families earning up to $15,345. 
(According to statistics compiled 
by Chinese Newcomers Service 训 
1969，the median income for 
families in the Chinatown -core 
area was $6;610 and ip the 
expanded area, $9406.) 

Title XX, therefore, means that 
more Chinatown families, most of 
Whom are two-parent，WwWorking， 
and non-welfare，would be eli- 
giblefor day-care SerVices. 

Chinatown has a dire need for 
such services，says Ruth Yee， 
director of the_Chinatown Com- 
munity Children's Center (CC- 
CC). That many Chinatown par- 


lations that would have precluded 
most Chinese families from pub- 
lic day-care Usage and that there 
are over 1000 names on CCCC'S 
waiting jlist_ alone indicate this，

Update on Housing Projects 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


Many Asians working for local 
television and radio stations 
chose to mijss one of the most in- 
formative briefings ever present- 
ed on housing in Chinatown. Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Action last 
week held a housing briefing for 
Asians working in the broadcast- 
ing industry with housing author- 
ities outnumbering broadcasters 
two to one. 

Only about a half dozen media 
people showed up. They heard a 
presentation from Rev， Harry 
Chuck ofthe Chinatown Coalition 
for Better Housing about the 
present condition of housing ip 
Chinatown. Chuck revealed that 
it would be at least one year 
before all the properties on the 
proposed site of the Stockton- 
Sacramento low-to-moderate in- 
come housing project will be pur- 
chased by the San Francisco Re- 
development Agency (E/W 9/ 
25/74). 

Berkeley _ city planner Oscar 
Sung discussed Oakland China- 
town redevelopment and the re- 
cent expansion of the Oakland 
Project Area _ Committee (PAC) 
from 15 to -30 members (了 /W 
6/5/74). mm a give-and-take ses- 
Sion with several of the housing 
authorities and media people 
present，Sung discussed the af- 
firmative action objectives of the 
Oakland PAC. 

YWCA 

The latest developments in the 
use oftheYWCA's residence hall 
on Powejll Street as a housing site 
for the Chinatown community 
were discussed by Carole Choye 
of the Chinatown YWCA (EX W 
8/17Z73). Choye told_the gronp 
that developer Lyman Jee had 
volunteered his services to pre- 
pare a feasibility study on con- 
version of the buildqding to a 
housing _ unit combining apart- 


ment and hotel use for about 123 
people.

Few Chinese Hold 
Construction Jobs 


Asians，who made up 13.3 per 
cent of the city"s population in 
the 1970 census，held less than 
four per cent of the construction 
jobs in city-funded projects，the 
Human Rights _ Commission re- 
ported recently. 


The 11-page HRC report fe- 
cused on minority ermnployment in 
27 City-funded projects totaling 
$83 million. It said 45.5 per cent 
of the 1,136 workers in City proj- 
ects in September were minori- 
ties,a 1.5 per cent increase OVeT 
the last report in May. 


While other ethnic workers are 
represented in a proportion close 
to their respective population 
figures，Chinese workers， Who 
made up 8.2 per cent of the 1970 
city population, had only two Per 
cent of the jobs in September 


1974. Japanese (1.6 per cent' of 
the population) had 0.8 per cent 
of the skilled jobs. Pilipinos (3.5 
per cent of the population) had 
one per cent of the construction 
jobs. 

According to HRC staffer Stan- 
ley-Lim, the late start of Chinese 
in the construction field and the 
low number of projects in China- 
town=North Beach accounted for 
the low totals.
